their operation, impracticable, especially 
those that prohibit the sale ol beer, wine 
and cider. The use of these mild etifa- 
ulants causes but few of the evils result- 
ing from intemperance. It is the more 
potent distillations that do all the mis- 
chief; and not so much these as the poi- 
uonons combination 61 drugs and alcohol 
of which the various liquors are largely 
composed. No one will deny the right 
o! societv to regulate the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors; to confine it, by strin- 
gent license laws, or otherwise, to the 
bands of honest and respectable dealers; 
to provide, by severe penalties, against 
the deceptive practice of selling life-de- 
stroying and brain-cruzing compounds 
for pure liquors; but as to absolute pro- 
hibition, that, as society is at present. 
constituted, is, simply ontof the question. 
We believe that the true wtiy to effect the 
main object sought for by nil the true 
temperance men, is, 1st, The better 
education of public sentiment on the sub- 
ject; for in the nature of things the high- 
er law of public opinion must dominate 
all legislation in the matter. 2d, Agrad- 
ual surrounding of the evil with whole- 
gome checks nnd safeguards, tightening 
the same from time to time, as the pub- 
lic mind is prepared. This is onr posi- 
tion On the liquor question.
